Us a gocd day this; a day on which-after a long and grievous 
bondage'of our Nation under wicked and tyrannous U:urp- 
ers, our miraculouſly preſerved lawful rightfui King, was 
as miraculouſly reſtored, and brought home to fit on his Fa- 
thers Throne. . And though for the long Lite and Proſperity of our 
King we ſhould every day pray ; yet an this daYof his Birth and new 
Birth we ſhould double our Devotions; pray and pray, yea never think 
that we can pray tooofr, Let the King live for- ever.” 

And to ſtir you up to be conſtant and frequent in praying for the 
long Life'and the erernal Life, the earthly Proſperity and Heavenly 
Glory of our King ; I have choſen for the foundation and ground-work 
of my Diſcourſe unto you on this day, this Prayer, which-was made by & 
Loyal Subjectfor his Royal Sovereign, O King live for ever.  _ 

Before 1 proceed to the handling of theſe word, which conſiſt of

it will be neceſlary for the clearer illuſtration of them: to ſhew, 
1. Who it was that made this Prayer; and, - 
2. For whom it was that he made ir. | 

1.The perſon that gave this Royal Title,O King;and this Loyal Pray- 
er, Live for ever,” was one of Gods holy Prophets 53 one who though he 
ſtand ranked but in the head of the minor Prophets, was one of the 
greateſt of Prophets, and holieſt of Men, wz. Damel, T hen ſaid Damel, 
O King, live for ever. 

Though being a Prophet of God, and infpired by-his Spirit to write 
what hedid write, the Teſtimony which he gives of himfelf be true ; 
and we may well believe that Daniel was a man highly favoured and be- 
loved of God, becauſe we find it thrice ſo written in this Book of his 
Propheſie; yet toconfirm this we have the Teſtimony of. his Contem- 
porary the Prophet Ezekze/,who in his 14th. Chap. thrice gives ham the 
2d. place among the three darling and choicely beloved ones of God, 
 andrells us there of Noah, Dame!, aud Fob, that they were men above 
all 
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all others/mpft highly fayouced of God: and moſt prevalent with (him, 
Ard the precedency in his .favour, which God gave* this our _ 
above the relt of his Fellows; appears molt plainly by the precedency 
which he gave him of th:mall, in Prophecy and Revelations. : 
The Revelations-and Prophefies of -the -other Prophets; were ti- 

mited az both to place and time. They extended nofyrther than theJewiſh 
ation, or thole that bordered about them, and were their oppreſſours, 
nor much beyond the time of Chriſt's appearing in the fleſh. But the 
Propheſies and Revelations of our Prophet Daniel, were neither limited 
by place or time : They extended to all parts of the World, an&God 
was pleaſed to ſhew unto him,rhe riſe and fall of the Monarchbys and Em- 
Pires thereof, and-they reach as far as the the end of time it ſelf. And 
he not only ſpeaks of Chriſts appearing in thefleſh in weakneſs and hy- 
mility, Ch. g. 26. But alfo of his ſecond coming in power and grear 

glory with myriads of Angels to judge the world, Ch. 7. 10. | 

But this our Prophet hath not only for the Theory and the enlighting 
of our heads, revealed untous in his Writings, many an high and deep 
myſtery : But he hath here alſo,for our practice, and the ordering of our 
hands, given vs in his life and converſation, many an excellent pattern 
of yertae and piety : I could commend to your imitation, 

1. The great-temperance and ſobriety which he ſhew'd in xefufing to 
feed on the Kings dainty diſhes, and contenting himfelf only: with a 
Meſs of homely pulſe. Ch. 1. 

2, The great humility and feff-denial which he ſhewed, in relying 
not on his awn wit and knowledge , but by [applying himfelf unto God' 
for ability, to reveal unto King MNebucchaanezar his fleeting and va- 
niſhed dreain, Ch. 2. 

3. The preat fidelity and Heroick courage which he ſhewed in the 
exccution of his Prophetical-office, by his fearleſs delivering of Gods 
Meſlage,- unto two of the greateſt Monarchs in the World, Nebnochad- 
:0247, Ch. 4. and bis fon Belſhazar, Ch.F5. | 

4. The great zeal and piety which he ſhewed in makingan open pro- 
ſcſhcn of the true religion, and worſhip of God, when it was no leſs 
then a mans life was worth, tro be ſeen adoring any one, but an earthly 
Kirg, about the middle of this 6 Ch. | . 

But becauſe, it is moſt ſeaſonable and ſuits beft with the time, I ſhall 
cn!y now commend to your imitation, the great Loyzlty., and obedi- 
ence which he ſhewed unto his King ; manifeſted. by his behaviour, to- 
ward two'f the Aſſyrian, and two of the Perſian Monarchs.

Medes and Perſians ;, . when Belſhazar was ilajn, and Darius the Mede 
had taken on him the Kingdom, he became and remains a loyal Subject 
to him,aud to his Son in Law,atid Succeſſor, Cyrus the Perſian : give Ki 
Darius he doth here in my text his due title of honour and Majeſty, calls 
himO King, wiſheth, him long life and proſperity, and prays that be

And this will lead me from ſpeaking of the perſon that gave this 
title, and made this prayer, DaxeeT the Prophet, to ſþeak of the perlon, 
unto whom he gave this title O Karg, and for whom he made this 
Prayer, Love for ever, King, Darius.

Dominion and Sovereignty ( as faith a, Reverend

2s he is the Author of Grace and Redeemer of his Church, 
but as he is the Author of Mankind, and Governour of the World. 
Ard the Authority of Magiſtrates is. nota Myſtery of the Goſpel , but 
an appointment of God by his general Providence. * M 

The duty of Children to Parents, of Servants to Maſters ; of Sub- 
jefts to Sovereigns, is not a conſequent of Chriſtianity, but Pcinciple 
of Nature, ua a Law of Nations,confirmed indeed by God in the Law, 
and by Chriſt in the Goſpel; but not there firſt founded and- eſtabliſh- 
ed : For there were Parents and Maſters, and Kings in the World, before 
the, Law was given upon Mount $444, or the Goſpel Publiſhed” from - 
Mount Sr. — >, 

A Chriſtian Child cannot calf offhis Duty and Obedience to his Fa- 
ther, thoughthe be an Heathen or an Infidel ; but. is bound nct only by 
the Law of God, but even by the Law of Nature and Nations ro ho- 
Nour and obey um: A Chriſtian Servant cannot eg hr his Yoke and 
_ Servitude,. though his Maſter be an IJnbellever ; but is bound” not” only 
* by theLawof Cod, 1749:-6,, but, even by the very Law of Nature and 
Nations to do him ſervice., Chriſtian Sobje&ts canngt deny” Ohedience 
and Sybmiſſion to their Lawful Sovereigns, , thoiigh they be Infidels and 
Heathen z but are bomd, not, only by the Law of.Gcd, Rom, 13,1. but 
even by the very Law.of Nature and Natious to obey and pay.chem'T'ri-

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Rebellion, you muſt employ a ſurer ſenſe. _ Open your Eyes, look into 
the Scriptures, and fee what the Saints and Holy Men of God have dond. 

And if with the Noble Bereans, you give your ſelves to 
the ſearch of them , you will find the Prophets, Feremy., Exechiet, 
Daniel in the Old Teſtament ; Chriſt himſelf , St. Paul, St. Perer 
and-all the Apoſtles and Primitive Chriſtians in the New , not caſting off 
their Obedience to their Lawful- Sovereigns,” becauſe they were not 
Believers,” 2nd within the Covenant of Grace; but honouring, obeying 
and praying for them, though they were Heathen Men and Infidels. 

As an Heathen and Echnick Prince is King Darizs here firſt ſet forth 
unto us. 

The ſecond is, that he was an utter Enemy unto, and a Perſ&cu- 
tor of, the Church and cholen people of God. 

Not onely an Alien from the Commonwealth of 1/-ael, but an utter 
Enemy unto it ; one that kept Gods People in bondage and captivity, 
was King Darixs : and yet forall this he is acknowledged by holy' Da- 
iel for his lawful Sovereign, honoured of him, and prayed for by him. 

And this will teach vs (quite contrary to the Doctrine of the Con- 
clave and the Claſſes) That Fidelity and Obedience is due from Chriſti- 
ans totheir Lawful Sovereigns, though they prove Oppreſlors of them ; 
load them heavy Burdens and Taxes, and keep them in Bondage 
and Slavery. 

The Prophet 7eremy exhorts the 7ews in their ow to ſubmit to 
the Yoke of the King of Babylon : To ſtndy the Peace of his Govern- 
ment.and to pray for the life of him and-his Sons, Fer.29.9. Baruch 1.11. 

The Apoſtle St. Paxl exhorts the Chriſtians at Rome to be ſubject to 
the Roman Emperours, though they were Tyrants and Perſecutors ; 
Let every Soul be ſnbjef4 to the Higher Powers ſays he, Row, 13.1.and he for- 
bids them there, Yerſ. 2. under no lefs penalty than Damnation, to 
riſe up againſt them, or reſiſt them. 

The perſon plac'd in Authority over us, may be an evil man; yet is 
not his Authority an evil, but a goud thing z the Ordinance of God, ſays 
St.Pawul, and therefore propter Dem, for Gods ſakg ; becauſe he hath put 
his Vizard on him, and made him his Repreſentative here on Earth,he is 
to be honoured, obeyed and ſupported, and in no cale to be riſen up a- 
geainſt and reſiſted. 

Daniel, Ezechiel and the Captivated Jews honoured, obeyed and pray- 
ed for the Aſyrianand Perſian Monerchs, who kept them in cer. 9s 
CO The Apoſtles and Primitive Chriſtians honoured, obeyed 
and prayed for the Roman Emperours, _ perſecuted them unto _ 

an 
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and ipilrtheir blond like water. And thus muſt we do, and their: Ex. 
ample muſt we follow; "if we will manifeſt our ſelves to be true Chriſti- 
ans, and ſuch who are followers of them who through Faith and Patience 
have inheri:ed the Promiſes ; if God be-pleated-to ſet ſuch Rulers oyer

As 4 Perſecutor and Oppreſlor of the Church of God is King Daria, 
tn tie Second place, here ſet forth” unto us, i; 

In the Third he is ſet forth as a ſetter up of a falſe Religion, and one 
that went about to compel his Subjcfts to Idolatry. Forbid he did by 
Publick Edict, the Religious Worſhip of God, ani! made a Decree,that 
I beſo:ver fhonld atk, any Petition of God or Man, for the ſpace of thirty 
days, {ve of him only, ſhould be caſt mro the Den of 1,0ns; and yet not- 
withſtanding all this, the holy Prophet Damel acknowledged him for 
his Kiug and Sovereign, honours and prays for him. F 

The Papiſts may teach us our of their Cannons and Necretals; and 
Presbyter; out of their holy Covenaat, That Kings and Princes are no 
farther to be honoured, obeyed and prayed for by the SubjeRts than: they 
obey God, and are Profeſſors and Defenders ofthe true Religion ; /but 
the Sacred | Scriptures teach/ us otherwiſe, and do not (exempt. us 
f;cm obedience to our Lawful- Sovereigns/;/ no, / not; when they make 
evil Laws, deface Gods Worſhip, ard endeavour to force men: to 1do- 
jla:iry. Indeed active and aftuat obedience to the unjuſt Decrees of our 
Kings and Princes we may not, we muſt notgive; for this were to pre- 
fer Men in our a@ual' obedience before God, to ſubmit to! them, and 
rebel againſt him,direfty to crofsthe preceprs and praftice of our brave 
Leaders the bleffed Apoſtles, As 5.29.- And:verty,. in evit add .jinpi- 
ous Commands, they obey the _—_ beſt that diſobey himmoſt; and ar: 
his beſt Subjects, who are leaſt obſequious to.him.. King San/'s. Souldt- 
ers, who in 1 Sam. 22. refuſed upon his Command to. ſlay the Prieſt of 
the Lord,were better Subjects, and ſhewed greater.love and Loyalty to- 
ward him than did Doeg the Edomite, who by his ready obeyinghis Com- 
mand, drew on his Head the guilt of innocentibloud.” And King He- 
ro4%s Courtiers, Aﬀs 12, who flattered and cry*'d him ap for a. God, 
were the worſt of Traitors, and occattoned his miſerable death.and de- 
ſtruCtion, 

But though we may not perform the unlawful Commands of our law- 
ſal Sovereigns ; yet profeſſions and proteltations of Subjection and'Sub- 
miſſjon we muſt ttill make them, and with patience, ſuffer we muſt, 
what they ſhall be pleaſed toinflift on ns ;, when we find, that we cannot 
witha good Conſcience, and with the falving of our obedience unto 
God, perform waat they command. Holy 
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'Pariet here refuſeth upon the Command of the Kirig to make 
an Id him; *andeo''pray unto him, bur yet ſtill acknowledged him 
for his'S&6vereign; continues Loyaltohim, and ceaſeth not'to pray for 
him." and'paticntly, ' without ' any reſiſtance, doth he ſubmit to the 
ppniſhnent he was pleaſed to inflict on him. In like manner the Primj- 
tive Chriſtians refuſed toburn Incenſe to the Romany Emperours, or to 


ſwear'by 'their Genivs,/but yet, pray they did for the ſucceſs of their. 


Atmjes,\ peage'of their'Empire, and the ſafety of their Perſons, and pa- 
tienrly?* withovt'the leaſt ſhew of reſiſtance (when ſafficiently 'armed 
with defence) —_— they themſelves ro be cer in pieces by them. 

. When Ged ftirs up the Spirit'of Princes to make good Laws, he doth 
it St. Auguſime faith, for the Reformatiou ef thoſe that are evil, an 
when he permits them to-make evil Laws, he doth it for the probari- 
on and tryal'of thoſe that are good; and unleſs God did ſonietimes per- 
mit Princes to make evil Laws, to puhliſh Decrees againſt his Sacred 
- Worſhip, how ſhould his True Worſhippers, ſuch as are fincere in his 
Setvice, be known anddiſtingniſhed from-other Men ? and therefore as 
St. Par aid of Hereſies, 1Cor.11.49. we may fay of evil Princes, oforter 
eſſe, they muſt be; ctherwife how ſhall/Gods true and faithful Servants 
be 4 pn and manifefted ? © Zf there had been” yo Prrſecurots of the 
Church! thert had ntver been ay Martyrs in the Chuich.”

And being there miraculouſly preſer- 
ved of God, he doth not upon his coming forth of it, complain. of the 
hard meaſure that was ſhewn him, nor of the | prom injuſtice that was 
done unto him.; Doth not revile the King, an charge him with Tyran- 
nies and Cruelties, but owns him for his Sovereign ſtill; gives him his 
due title of Honour, calls him, O X«ng, prays for his Life and Proſperi: 
t), and wiſheth that he may live for ever. 

And in ſodoing he hath taught us, tliat no wrongs.and. injuries-that 


are done us by our lawful Sovereigns, can exempt and diſcharge us from 
that Loyalty and Obedience which we owe unto them.

Chriſts Church like a grainof Muſtard Seed, unto which ne compares 
it in the Goſpel , from a ſmall Seed grew up by d grees into ſogreat a trie, 
that it was able in aſhort time, to afford ſheicer and protection to the 
Fouls of the Air, unto ſuch as front all parts of the worid, unto which 
the Air lies open; ſhould repairuuto it: And. according to the predi- 
Ction of the Goſpel Prophet Eſay ch.60. wit. h:s little one ſoon became 4 
thouſand, and his ſmall one a great Nation. 

Chriſt at the firſt Gathering of his Church called only the twelve A- 
poſtles , Mat.1o- Afterward, he enlarged their number, by addiag to 
them the 70 Diſciples, Luke 10.

We read Pewt.11t.20. that the Jews were commanded to write Geds 
Lave not onely on:the Doors of their Temples, but alſo on the Doors 
of their Houſes, tbat ſo they might meditate and think on it todo it, 
not onely on the Sabbath and holy Solemaities, * when they were called 
upon to-goO up into the Houle of the Lord ; but all the days of their life, 
aud as oft as they went in and ovt at: their cwn Doors; that ſo they 
might learn to regulate their perſonal Imployments, and the works of 
their particular Callings, according to thoſe DireQions which are given 
by God in his holy Law. And ris indeed accerding to the ordering cf - 
our ſelves in our particular Callings, that God will proceed with vs at 
the laſt day 2nd when ſummoned to appear hefore his dreadful Tri- 
bun#l, we ſhall not be called to give an account of other mens Steward= 
ſhips, but of our own, and how we have demeaned our felves-in thar - 
ſtate of life, wherein he hath been pleaſed to place us.

Let all things be done-drcently and in 0- 
der, hath impowred her to-cut out and ſhape cach particular decency and 
order , as will belt ſuir with the condition,thecom[ineſs,and the edifica- 
tion of: every, particular National Church ; and it is no mare neceſſary 
that all Churches ſhould obſerve one and. the ſameRites andCeremonies, 
than it 4s that all Nations ſhould wear one andthe ſame kind of cloaths.
